A TALE OF THE SEA. \, 

A Waval Court of Inquiry wns held at H.B.M.'s 
Consulate, Nagasaki, on the 22nd ult. into the 
loss of the British ship Lissie C. Troop, Captain 

-B,G. Fownes, off Yerabu, one of the Loochoo 
group, onthe morning ofthe aand September. The 
first mate, J. R. Rawlins, said that the vessel was 


_ «wooren, with a capacity of 1791 tons,’ She Ieft 


Noegasnki on'the.r5th September, with 600 tons 
of ballast, for Puget Sound. On the 16th she 
met bad weather, increasing to a typhoon, which 
blew ‘away most of her sails. “On.the a2nd,” 
he continued, “we sighted the land close’ under 
our lec, although we had previously supposed 
we must be quite 16 miles'to the eastward of 
the land. On sighting the land: we cut the 
foresail adrift, put the helm up and tried to“wear.” 
. The ship, however, was. too close; she fell offa 
little and then struck, and In five minutes was io 
pieces. We had struck on the island of Yerab 
one of the Loochoos. Captain Fownes had: 
been on deck since Sunday noon, « We bad had 
everyone “standing by" since thattime ; no one 
‘ went below, A look-out had been kept all the 
time, but we could not sce a quarter of the length 
of the ship through rain and sea, We had lost 
_ nothing but our sails,: The veasel. was gone io 
“a minute from the striking, and {t was each man 
* forhimself, When we struck the captain said, 
‘We are all gone,” and his wife, who had come 
up with the baby in her arms, said, “Well, am 
‘Yto die alone ?" and the captain’ said, ‘No, [ 
will come with you,” and he joined her in the 
companion way and took the baby. She had 
, been on deck before, but had had to go below 
as she. could .not hold on against the wird. 
No orders‘ were given when we struck; it 
was every man for himself, but the second’ 
mate sung out, I believe, “Jump and swim.” 
He and some others went: over the stern and 
were drowned. I’ was knocked down and got 
Jammed in the deck, with. the carpenter in the 
same position three feet from me. When I got 
loose 1 jumped on a pile of wreckage, thence into 
the surf; and so ashore, Tho ship was only 
about 15 feet from the shore, against ‘2 ledge of 
sock against which she had come broadside on. 
The third time she struck she was beaten! into 
pleces, and the masts came down {ina heap. I 
next saw Mrs, Fownes on some wreckage and 
the captain on a deckhouse. Mrs. Fownes's

After 
the ceremonies, which lasted several days, were 
over, and the seniors were duly elected, it was 
sed to enquire of the le connected with 
this joss if It would be ‘safe to plunder the 
Christians ; the answer was in the affirmative. 
So on tha nineteenth, that is the nineteenth of 
tho sixth moon, the brotherhood, which is 
composed of the bad characters from: several of 
the neighbouring distr'cts, made a raid on.a 
number of. well-to-do Christian families and 
plundered them,. carryjng off everything that 
they could Iay hands on, : : 

This’ attack mppears to: have been’ entirely’ 
unprovoked and unlooked for. The Christians: 
were taken so unawares that they had -but little. 

nity to secrete anything. The crowd 

remained in the yjllage feasting on thelr plunder 
‘until the: twenty-sighth, during which time the 
oracle was again consulted the answer being 
again favourable ; 20 on that date they made a 
fresh attack on the Christians and butchered, in 
cold blood, over twenty persons ; nineteen were. 
counted in the streets, and several are known to. 
haye been cyt in pieces and thrown into the siver. 
The mission pulidings and many others were 
burned, and the coppses thrown into the flames, 
The day following they, went to another village, 
or market-town, also abouttwenty df away, called 
Mar-bao-chang, and there they went through a 
similar performance, The Christians fled and 
they only captured one who seems to haye been 
a cripple, and whom they immediatcly dispatched, 
Some of the head men of the village tried to 
restralo the rioters but were themselves assaulted 
and had to ruc for their lives. “There secms to
